Tho girl had never ridden before, and 


Dandy, the polico horse, was surprised 
at tho manner in 
which she held -the 


reins. After starting 
to 
trot ho was 


puiled up twice and then bolted. The 
girl was thrown from her mount at Ad- 
ams street, near the residence of Mrs. 
Frederick D. Allan, 430 Adams street, 
where several guesta wore present. She 
had been found by Mr. Neville and Mr. 
Parcells lying in tho roadway unconscious 
.and was carried into tha house. Dr. H. 
N. ISwer was caSIed in'and administered 
temporary services, after which the girl 
was taken to 
tho Receiving Hospital, 


where she now lies in a serious condi- 
tion with a fractured skull. 
Dared by her -two companions to ride 


the spirited police horse, the glr! had 
bravely mounted tho animal, though she 
had never ridden before. Her companions 
were shocked to see the horso dash away 
with her, and followed, running along 
the street. They soon lost sight of the 
sriri and did not hear of her accident until 
symo time latev. 


POLICE INVESTIGATION. 


The daring exploit of the girl caused a 
lengthy police investigation last night, 
In Vhich Captain Therwald Brown had 
Patrolman Cozad on the carpet to ex- 
plain how the girl came into' possession 
of his 
horse. The 
mounted policeman 


was as much surprised at the affair as 
had been his horse earlier in the evening 
when tho girl cilmbec! into the saddle. 
Cozad had gone seeking his horse after 
emerging from the 'oaths, and had not 
found the, animal until informed by Cap- 
tain Brown that the mount was tied to 
a pnst at the end of Adams street. The 
t-xplanatlon of the affair given by Pa- 
trolman Cozad was satisfactory to Cap- 
tain Brown and to Ciilef of Police Adel- 
liert Wilson. 
•According- to John Martin, who resides 
at -630 Williams street, stepfather of Miss 
Irene Pattie, the girl had gone with Miss 
Ploronce Josephs of 4S4 Twentieth street 
to the Piedmont baths.

La Foltette. Proposes to Save 


Consumer Millions 
i 
Annually. 


WASHINGTON, July 13. — Senator 


La Foliette's long..promised wool and 
cotton (tariff revision amendment to 
the Caiiadlan reciprocity bill proposes 
duty reduction which he calculated 
would save the consumer $169,000,000 
annually on cottons and $172,000,000 
on woolens. 
In a statement accom- 
panying the amendment, La Follette 
says 'that against this enormous sav- 
ing to the consumers, -which-assumes 
that the price to the consumer would 
be reduced to the same extent as the 
reduction of duty,-the loss of revenue, 
to the 
government under the two 
schedules would approximate three 
million dollars. 


"Tha change for the woolen sched- 


ule as a whole," said La- Follette, 
"would represent a reduction from an 


average ad valorem of 61.64 per cent 
under the presont law to 38.24 per 
cent, or a reduction of 23^ ad va- 
lorem and over 38 per cent below the 
present rate. 
The ad .valorem rato 


on cotton goods. Including artificial 
sUk, la to. be reduced under the pro- 
posed amendment from 55.69 per cent 
under the present act, to 29.46 per 
cent, representing a reduction of over 
26 per cent ad valor'em and.over 47 
per cent below the present rate." 
La Follette declared that the duties 


proposed were still greater than neces- 
sary to protect American manufac- 
turers from 
European competition. 


However, as this Is a temporary meas- 
ure he prefer/ed, he aald, to be on 
the safe side and make sure "that no 
legitimate 
American 
Industry 
can 


possibly be injured by any of the pro- 
posed changes."

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Evils of the Accrediting System. 


There may be good reason for the attack on the-en trance exami- 


nations required at Harvard, but the faults of the Harvard, system 
are by no means arguments in favor of the accrediting system. More- 
over, it must be remembered that Harvard has grown to.be the 
greatest institution of learning- on this continent under the system 
so severely condemned -by J. Stanley Brown and others in the'Na- 
tional Educational Association. Doubtless the methods could be 


improved,' but a system that has yielded such splendid, results -can- 
not be wholly bad. While conservatism is entitled to no honor for 


its own sake, it often stands for what has -stood the test of time and 


experience and won the approval of the wise .and judicious. 


While entrance examinations may be too severe and too techni- 


cal, they are a barrier to fraud and incompetence. The accrediting 
system fosters both, and distorts the purpose of free, popular edu- 
cation. Admission only on individual examination puts scholarship 


and capacity to a test which is evaded under the accrediting system, 
and establishes a standard to which all must measure up to, pro- 
vided the examinations are fairly and honestly conducted. 


Under the accrediting- system the public high schools are brought 


under the jurisdiction of the State Universities. Their curricula 
must meet the requirements of the university faculties, who pro- 


ceed on the assumption that the chief mission of the high schools 
is to provide a preparatory course for the university. Hence the 
high schools get their text-books and instructors from the universi-" 
ties and the courses of study in them are arranged on the assumption 
that each graduate -will take a university course.. 


In-consequence the high schools have become in effect merely 


preparatory schools, when in fact they are intended to provide the 


finishing course in popular education. Only a small proportion .of 
the pupils who pass through the grammar schools enter the high 
schools; a still smaller proportioft graduate from the high schools, 
and only a'small percentage of the high school graduates enter col- 
leges and universities. Thus the accrediting system wrenches the 
high school from its initial purpose and makes it an auxiliary to the 
university; ft is made a mere recruiting- ground for the campus, and 
has virtually ceased to be a finishing school for the mass of common 
school attendants. 


For another thing, the accrediting system puts under ban in the 


high school, graduates of the normal schools, for the university influ- 
ence demands that the high schools be officered by university grad 
nates. The normal schools were established and are maintained tc 
train teachers. They have.no other reason for existence. Student 
who take the normal course do so with the intention of making 
teaching their profession; the course they take at the normal schoo 
is supposed to fit them for the teaching profession. Yet'the'univers 
ities are trying to usurp the prerogatives of the normal schools anc 


subvert the reasons for their existence. ' Ever since he assumed th 
presidency of the University of California Benjamin Ide Wheeler ha; 
been girding at the normal schools and bringing the high schools 
more and more under the control of the university faculty. Accord 
ing to his idea only university graduates should be permitted to 
teach in the high schools. This idea is in logical accord with th 
assumption that the chief mission of the high schools is to train stu- 
dents for a university course. 


In this effort to enlarge the influence and aggrandize the uni- 


versity an injury is being inflicted on the public school system and 
the usefulness of the normal schools impaired. This effort i: 
prompted by the false theory that a university course is the natural 
and logical conclusion of a common school education. It is not, in 
fact, and never can be in the nature of things; but a vast super- 
structure has been built up on the assumption that it is. 


There are other objections to the accrediting system, but the in- 


jury being inflicted on the public school system—the academic ty- 
ranny it has created—is sufficient to condemn it. Entrance exa 
nations may inflict some hardships on individuals, but they will do 
away with the'malign domination over th'e high schools that is be- 
coming an increasing menace to the' independence of the common 
school system.

"We are' all coming to ''have the far vis- 
ion that between school . and library, 
there should be no boundary, since' both 
are working to the same purpose—the- 
general raising of "the average Intelli- 
gence. 
Each should be so interwoven 


into the other as to 'present a solid 
fabric." 


".Firm in the belief that this -is the 


true mission of a library, and ambitious 
to bring- about its realization, the Cali- 
fornia State Library has for years been 
working toward boohs for the people— 
not a.few books for all the .people, nor 
plenty of books for a few .-people, but 
plenty of books for all the people. 


"It Is a wonderful plan,' by far the 


most comprehensive ever - started, for, 
getting adequate library 
service 
for 


everybody. And the people are -proving" 
it 
by 
their enthusiastic appreciation. 


Small towns are- able to have reading 
room and library service, ^impossible. if 
supported locally; high schools-have ac- 
cess to hundreds of dollars' worth of 
material for special research work dur- 
ing the year; study clubs have collections 
of books at their disposal; the special 
student has access to the book he most 
needs for his study; the farmer has sent 
to him the latest .book in-.his particular 
industry, and the general public receives 
every service a library can give. 


"Thus the end toward which .the coun- 


ty free library was created to aid is 
being realized—plenty of books for ev- 
ery one—pleasure and profit for every 
one from early, age to the end of life,'' 
was the manner In which the speaker 
concluded.

SPELLING "OPPORTUNITY."

"The room for social service in the 


American community is not yet fully oc- 
cupied," said the speaker.. "The>high 
school Is pne of its crescent Institutions, 
bound to.supplement the increasing lacks 
of tho home. Like"-'Bill Smith,'< only or- 
namented at' home, known as the ntate- 
house as *the Hon. ^.William Smith/.tho, 
high school still lacks tha credential^ oft 
service to its own community. 
The uni-. 


verslty cannot help the high" school much 
in thia now period of human (service, 
though it laid the lines for the founda- 
tion'in the old 'curriculum* ."cycle of the 
high-school's existence"., It can. help by 
training. tha right sort • of .workmen1, for 
the superstructure. "••- These must be will- 
ing to attack the high1! school's new lo- 
cal task. For the future, tha high school 
must look to Its own community for 
motive as "well as. environment. 


"Young' men and women seek self-sac- 


rificing human service, but not yet 'in 
_the high. school- 
Tills will come- \?hen 
the :.teacher's human function.'-has'.the 
recognition 
long since granted t.o 'his 
scholastic ; function. . As other profes- 
sions outgrow 
thefr mystery,- 
conten- 
tiousness or devotion to' theology, so the 
teaching profession .must look TVith vthem 
for a better day of prevention, counsel 
and human service. The teacher^s work 
ought to; be the-best understood of any 
profession that tries to serve the com- 
munity, which, understands servica as it

Acting on the finding- of the Coro- 


ner's jury over the killing- of Robert 
Freudenthal, 
the young electrician 
shot In a revolver duel with Patrol- 
man Harry S., Teeple whJle resisting 
the officer, Judge Mortimer Smith thia 
morning- dismissed the ease against 
Teeple as there was no complaint. 
Teeple was booked for manslaughter 
the morning following -the shooting 
affair by order of Chief of Police Adal- 
bert Wilson pending- the inquest over 
the death of the young- man. 


The verdict of the Coroner's Jury 
was a formal exoneration of Patrol- 
man Teeple. 
After hearing all the 
witnesses in the case and listening to 
the reading of the dying statement 
made by Freudenthal, the jury brought 
in the following verdict; 


"We, the jury, 
find that Robert 
Freudenthal, a native of Canada, aged 
20 years,: came to his death on the 
10th day of July, caused .by shock 
from hemorrhage due to bullet wound 
in the' abdomen inflicted bv Police 
Officer H. W. Teeple while defending 
himself from assault by Freudenthtil, 
who was unlawfully resisting arrest. -

SAW DEATH, NEAR. 


SiMrs. Jenkins stated that she realized 
that 'her boy would die when she saw 
him. The pistol ho carried was "an auto- 
matic, and belonged to his father.

was produced at the inquest j'csterday, l>y 
John Martelock of 143 Locksley avenue, . 
who had found the weapon In his garden 
the morning following th.e shooting, the 
revolver having been thrown there - by 
Freudenthal during his flight from the 
scene of the shooting to Bennett's home.

AFTER DANGEROUS RUN 


Mountain "Trail" in Terrible 


Condition and Should Mot 


Be Negotiated.

For the benefit of motorists con- 


templating- a trip to Santa Cruz by the 
way of what is known as tho "Bear 
Valley Pass," which runs by way of 
Saratoga, Congress Springs, .The Sum- 
mit, and thenco on to Boulder creek, 
I have only to say, "Don't do it" 
This applies particularly to owners of 
the larg-er type of earn. 


Driving- a Regra! "30" touring car, 


and accompanied by my -wife, Miss 
Edna Wexall of Oakland, and George 
Harting-, the veteran fjght timekeeper, 
I negotiated that route last Sunday 
afternoon, ours being the second car 
to traverse the tortuous trail this sea- 
eon,'and I feel that we are fortunate 
to be alive to tell the tale. 


We were, informed at Santa Cruz 
that the roa! was open, and that an 
automobile ha a safely passed over it 
on the previous night. This machine, 
I 
learned 
subsequently, 
was 
tha 


"Pathfinder." 
Wo decided to return 


to San Francisco by this route, ao we 
were anxious to visit at Brookdale, 
through which place the Bear valley 
highway (?) runs. 


We experienced no difficulty until 


the ascent to the summit was well 
under way, although 
after 
leaving- 


Boulder creek the roads 
are 
sandy, 


and there are. several ascents and dips 
which call for the most careful driv- 
ing. 


The road to 
the 
summit 
winds 


spiral-like around the hills and is no 
wider than the width of a machine. 
At best it is a dangerous undertaking- 
to journey over it, but in its present j 
condition It 
'<:•• almost suicide. for 
a 


heavy machir.u to hazard it. 
The 


turns are sharp and almost never- 
ending, being filled in with loose dirt 
and tree-stumps. Most of these bends 
must be taken with tho throttle wide 
open, and tho slightest miscalcula- 
tion would precipitate one over the 
banks for a sheer drop of a thousand 
feet or more. 
In addition there are 


several 25 per cent acclivities which 
must be taken on tho run, and which 
-are exceedingly narrow and of loose 
earth. 
Invariably 
in. encountering1 


these dangerous places I insisted that 
the other occupants of tho machine 
alight, ns I felt that it was far batter 
to risk one broken neck than four. 


It -wna truly fortunate that nothing 


else in the guise of a vehicle was en- 
countered on the road, as for miles 
and miles it is not possible for any 
two vehicles to pass each other. And 
it was equally fortunate .that we had 
no machine or tiro trouble of any 
kind, else we probably would still be 
marooned somewhere In the wilds of 
a country almost entirely devoid of 
human habitation. 
When we finally 


reached the summit at 7 o'clock at 
night, after being;-on the road since 
shortly after 2, the ladies were almost 
hysterical from the nerve-racking or- 
deal, and no money could tempt them 
to again venture on such a Jaunt. 


Ths extreme narrowness of the 


,. Bear valley trail is best Illustrated by 


"an Incident which further exasperated 


our shattered nerves. 
When within 


approximately a mile and a half from 
the 
summit 
we 
encountered 
two 


young steers, which fled in our van as 
we approached and furiher stayed .our 
progress. These animals ran in front 
of us -until they were ready to drop 
from exhaustion and it reciuired con- 
stant prodding with the bumper to 
keep them going. 
Not once during 


this chase did we observe a space 
with sufficient room to permit tha 
machine to pass them by. 


Tho road skirts the ridges at a 
great height, 
and 
often 
the 
rear 


wheels passed within an inch of the 
edge of precipices that seemed bottom- 
less and compelled one to keep his 
eyes 
diverted. 
Much 
brush 
and 


branches of trocs flaunts in one's face, 
and only tho friendly service of the 
windshield prevented constant , con- 
tact of our faces with these branches. 


I talco off my hat to the "Path- 


finder," as I would far rather make 
tho ascent than the descent of a road 
upon which death stalks in front and 
lurks behind.
